W ashington, Oct. 12.—W hen the at­ 
tention of the officials of the war de­ 
partment was called yesterday to the 
statement made in Madrid that a strong 
force o f Spanish troops would be kept 
in Cuba until tile treaty of peace had 
been signed, it was simply stated that 
thoro would be no change in the orders 
to the United States troops, and that 
the instruction given to the American 
military commission in Havana to luke 
|>G*sos-ion of the island on Dec J, irre­ 
spective of the presence or absence of 
the .Spanish officials would be rigorous­ 
ly adhered to. 
The Spanish troops may 
stay in Cuba for a time after that date 
if evacuation is not complete, but they 
will be no longer the masters of the is­ 
land and United States officials will ad­ 
minister all of its affairs. 
The dispatch from Madrid referred to 
in the above, says; 
"The Spanish gov­ 
ernm ent announces its intention to 
maintain a strong force of troops in 
Cuba until the treaty of peace with the 
United States is definitely signed. 
Im ­ 
mediately after peace is signed, the 
colies will be oohveued, aud measures 
dealing with the reorganization of all 
the state departments will be submitted 
to parliam ent.”________

tocol. 
The question of the Philippines has 
not yet been considered iii joint session, 
though the Americans, at their separ­ 
ate sessions, have acquired exhaustive 
information from lxersous who nave 
lived rn the Philippine islands and done 
business there. 
They are now, there­ 
fore, well equipped to discuss the sub­ 
ject when it comes up. 
The Spanish, it is believed, have 
asked to have the Cuban debt assumed 
by the United States, urging that the 
debt should pass with the sovereignty. 
Th© di*bl so presented for American a*- 
nanptt ii covers the expense of the IO 
years’ insurrection, the recent in-nr* 
rectiou and the war with the United 
State*, as far as Spain’s outlay in the 
war can be classify d against Cuba. 
The Americans 
probably have re 
plied that if, indeed, any part of the so­ 
called Cuban debt is allowable, the part 
in cu m d in suppressing insurrections 
or in the war with the United States is 
not allowable. 
Thus fur no diqro«iuou has been de­ 
veloped on either side to delay the ulti­ 
mate conclusions and the end of the 
work iii hand. 
The American commis­ 
sioners are anxious to concludes* soon 
as possible, and on recess days they are 
devoting from three to five hours to dts- 
cnsaious and detail*.

offense, and the court will not enfrtroe 1 
a contract based on a violation of the 
law.

Pittsburg, Oct. 18.—Th© parade of 
the 37th triennial 
conclave of the 
Knights Templars yesterday is now an 
event of history.
